Hawesville, Ky., Sept. 26-The 
first daylight lynching to occur in 
Kentucky sin e th? murderer Barker 
was hanged from the church window 
in Lexington fifty years ago, occurred 
here at 5 o'clock this afternoon, when 
Raymond Bushrod, a 2i)-year-old 
negro, was hanged by a mob for as- 
saulting Miss Maggie Roberts. 

The crime occurred near Petrie 
| Station, three miles from here yester- 
day afternoon. 

Miss Maggie, who is only 16 years 
of age, bad been sent to the station to 
buy some groceries. Half a mile 
from home she was assaulted by the 
negro. He had a large coupling piu 
iu his band and when she resisted he 
struck her on the head, rendering her 
unconscious. She came to about an 
hour afterward and managed to get 
home, 

Her father quickly gathered a 
crowd of neighbors and tbey chased 
the negro into a thicket. There 
Roberts left his friends on grrard and 
came to Hawesville for Sheriff Fuqua. 
The latter gathered a posse and went 
to the sceue, but the negro was so 
carefully hidden that he was not cap- 
tured uutil nearly midnight. The 
Sheriff fouud him secreted iu some 
underbrush. He got him cut or the 
thicket without attracting the atten- 
tion of Roberts and his friends and 
placed him in jail. 

The news of the capture did not 
spread until this morning, when men 



from ths Petrie neighborhood began 
coming iuto town iu squads. They 
continued to come all day and at 4 
o'clock iu the afternoon fully 300 
strangers mm heie. 

At 4:30 o'clock Judge Adair told 
Jailor Browu to give it out that 
Bushrod had escaped. This caused 
the mob to scatter aud begin a search 
for the negro. Some of the mob re- 
mained behind aud they soon learned, 
that the reported escape was but a 
ruse of the officers to spirit the uegro 
away and prevent his beiug lvnched. 

They sent ruuuers to overtake the 
members of the mob who had left 
town aud at 5 o'clock they were back, 
at the jail demanding admittance. 

A report had spread that Gov. 
Bradley or Jered the State troops to 
come here uud this spurred the moU 
ou to action. They procured ban> 
merB aud ,-\ - broke down the jail 
door aud soon had the negro. 

They led Bushrod iuto the court- 
)iise yard, where he coufessed that 
he had assaulted Miss RobertH and 
iked the leaders of the mob to let 
m pray. They granted him the 
ivilege aud he prayed for uearly 
five minutes. 

Wheu he hail iiuished a uoose was 
placed around his neck and he was 
quickly jerked up. 

After waiting uutil life was extiuct, 
the mob departed without firing a 
single shot. The executiou was wit- 
nessed by fully 600 people Bushrod 
came from Rockport, lud. There he 
was charged with assaulting his aunt, 
aged 60, and also with assaulting a 
Vbite girl.

The fjnited SUtes Is Immensely Rich 
in Its Buried Fuel. 

The ooal mined in the United 
■JJt-ates each year is worth more than 
aftfec times as much as i lie gOld rained 
fiere. The product, Of the anthracite 
fields alone exceeds, in value the out- 
put of the gold mines of this country, 
.Cauml.i and Alaska, which last year 
amounted to over $o."),0(i(),000. 

East of the Rocky mountains there 
r W)2,000 square miles of coal lands 
and ihc. annual output is nearly 800,- 
000,000 tons. Geologists estimate 
the great coal fields of the world as 
follows: China, 200,000; United 
States, east of the Rockies, 192,000; 
Canada, <i;».00t); India, 35,fi00;.New 
iSjurfh Wales, 84,000; Russia, 20,000, 
*j|.l the United Kingdom, 11,500 
square miles. There an; many de- 
posits in. other countries, but their 
eiteut is inconsiderable. England's 
coal area, as is shown above, is small, 
«tdll she for years produced more 
ithan any other country. 

Now "the United States is ahead. 
England coal veins tire thin; one only 
14 inches wide has been worked 1,200 
tfeet down. On the other hand, there 
are veins in the Pennsylvania anthra- 
cite region GO feet thick, and in the 
[bituminous regions 18 feet thick. 
iOur Appalachian coal iields arc the 
llargest known, and alone could supply 
[the whole world for centuries to come. 
■At the present rate of production it 
k estimated that our coal fields will 
|be exhausted in 616 years, while 
those of England will last but 812 
years. The. first coal found in Amer- 
dca was near Ottawa, 111., by Father 
Hennepin, a French explorer, in 
Il679. It was lirst mined on the 
.Schuylkill during Washington's ad- 
ministration. — N. Y. World.

The poor man 
staked out a "claim" and opened one 
of the most profitable mines ever 
worked in l.eadville. 

"Dead Man Claim." the name 
given to another rich mine in l.ead- 
ville, was discovered bv a broken- 
down miner w hile digging a grave. A 
miner died when there were several 
feet of snow on the ground, ^His 
ebmradea laid his body in a snow- 
bank and hire.! a man for $20 to dig 
a grave. The grave digger, after 
thr.e davs' absence, was found dig- 
ging a mine instead of a grave. While 
excavating he had struck gold. For- 
getting the corpse" and his bargain. he 
thought only of the fact that lie had 
"struck it rich."

LIVED ON $100 A YEAR. 

Thf Mrlipeillf Knjny.il hy a Mathorllut 
Minister Near llnpkln.rlil* 

The story of Rev. John O. Smith 
sou, of Kirkmuusville, a MethodiBt 
minister, lived during the past yeai 
on W0 in money and 160 in provisions, 
which became known at the Hender 
son Conference, brought the actural 
hardships of the country preacher to 
public notice in a way that made a 
deep impression upou the more for- 
tunate, high-salaried men who took 
delight last year iu voting the gold 
standard upon their less fortunate 
brethren like Mr. Smithson. Iu an 
interview Mr. Smithson gave his ex- 
perience as follows: 

"I'll tell you," said be, the way. we 
managed it iu the past year. When 
' returned from Conference I couldn't 
Hit ■ place, but managed to get a 
couple of rooms for a few days. He 
twean October and Christmas we 
moved four times, from room to room. 
Finally I bought an acre of ground 
iu the woods, for which a good broth 
er took my unsecured note. Clearing 
the timber off the land, I built a two 
room house, in which I placet! Bll 
wife and babies. We lived iu it 
nearly a year, when 1 sold the place 
for what I pave for it, and paid off 
the note. Since then 1 have been 
eutiug. 

"During the year I trimmed nine 
coffius for the local undertaker, de 
livered $100 worth of trees for the 
nurseryman, married nine couples, 
had a spell of bilious fever, suffered 
with forty carbuncles aud filled my 



n appointments regularly. I also 

weut fishing and caught a large trout; 
bo we haven't been without meat all 
the year. 

"You can say for me that I love 
those people, that they have done the 
best they could for me, and that I am 
willing to spend all my life laboring 
among them." 

Refering to this truthful statement, 
not made complainingly but cheerful- 
ly, even the Courier Journal, notor- 
iously an enemy of the poor, is moved 
to make this editorial comment: 

"A reader of sensibility can scarce 
refrain from smilliug through his 
tears at this recital. Most of us who 
live in the cities where the ministers 
have wealthy aud fashionable cougre 
gations and receive ample salaries can 
with difficulty imagine that there are 
men like the Rev. Smithson at work 
in Kentucky. Of course, his must be 
au extreme case, for while the lot of 
the country preacher is not a special 
lyhappyone.it would scarcely bt 
believed that ministers of the Gospel 
existed right iu this State whose pay 
was smaller thau that of a Hindoo or 
Chiueae. When it is recollected that 
Mr. Smithsou has a wife aud three 
children, the <vouder amounts to al 
most total incredibility." 

For ouce this paper has told the 
truth. There has been none of the 
much herolded prosperity iu the Kirk 
mausville neighborhood. 

The editor of the Kkntitkian has 
persjual knowledge of the truth of 
these facts. We have known Mr 
Smithson ever since boyhood. We 
knew him as a pale faced boy who 
began as a clerk in a country store. 
We have watched his struggles to se 
cure au education to enter the minis 
try aud to serve God on $100 a year 

The house he speaks of having 
build was put up largely with his own 
bauds, though he is a frail, delicate 
man, totally unfitted for manual labor. 
His church is in a little Todd county 
town, near the Christian county line, 
that used to be prosperous. But the 
people can raise but little wheat iu 
that section and this year of bountiful 
crops has beeu harder than usual with 
them. Times are hard with them but 
worse times are comiug. The drouth 
destroyed their corn crops on the hili 
sides and the frost has killed their to 
bacco patches in the valleys. How 
they are to support themselves aud 
their preacher another year, God only 
knows. 

Aud yet we are told prosperity has 
come, because the trusts have put up 
prices on things the poor have to buy 
and crop failures have made feed 
stuffs costly. 

Pursuing the subject the Courier 
Journal suggests that: "some of the 
loose change left after sendiug remit 
tances to those laboring among the 
heatherus of foreign lands be devoted 
to lightening the load of the Rev. 
Smithson, aud others like him, if there 
be others, right hero in Kentucky." 

Why ni t lighten his load aud tin 
loads of others similarly situated, by 
advocating measures that will make 
the people prosperous. Such sug- 
gestions come with poor grace from 
this enemy of mankind.

A clever Englishwoman, Mary E.

The farm is so large that three 
ards are needed. They are named 
the north yard, the south yard and 
the. home ."yard There is idea a 
smaller supplementary one - the 
New Farmstead. Ten cottages from 
the homes of the laborers at the 
jorth and south yards, while near 
the home yard is "situated Wit. mill 
house, the residence of J. V Ward, 
the lessee of the farm. The railway 
runs close by. Near are also the 
church— a prettily-built edifice and 
pleasantly situated— the rectory and 
the schools. The district is very hilly 
and in consequence of this there have 
been made two large cuttings so a* 
to form a road to the north fann. In 
one of them may be seen a t bin bed of 
fuller's earth. 

Down the valley, which is crossed 
bv an embankment formed of the 
chalk taken from the cuttings, may be 
seen a small reservoir. This supplies 
the whole parish with water. 

Some years ago the owneT, Mr. 
Clayton, caused pipe* to be laid all 
over the farm, so as to supply both 
houses and cattle. The water is 
forced from the reservoir by a very 
ingenious contrivance consoling of a 
water wheel and "donkey" pump. 
There are. mnghly speaking, about 
six miles of water pipes. The water 
is exceptionally good and throughout 
the driest of summers there it ojwayt 
a constant supply.

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A NEW TOBACCO PF.ST. 
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A new tobacco pest is announc 
by Gerald McCarthy, entomologist 
and botanist of the North Caroline 
station. This is the Galacbiapieipolii 
(Zett.). Mr. MeCnrfhv savs; has as itl 
common food-plant, the bull netlle 
well known as a pest to our farmers, 
and permitted bv lhem to occupy 
their soil without let or hindrance. 
The range of the insect, Mr. WoCnr 
thy says, is co-extensive with thai ol 
ita hosl plant, and this includes near- 
ly the entire tobacco grow in^ apoM nl 
the United States. 

The insect is not new, but it is only 
recently that it lias taken to tobacco, 
and where it has done serious damage 
is in districts whan the bull nettle is 
most common. The ficleehia pielp- 
cles Mr. McCarthy described :is about 
two-tenths of an inch long, and with 
wing expanse of from three-fourths 
io half an inch The general color 
is yellowish grey, the head aud chest 
paler than t he wings, the (primaries 
marked by a few smoky streaks, and a 
marginal row of minute black dots. 
It belongs to the same family a- Un- 
clothes and fur-moths, and lo the 
fly-weevil, so destructive to cribbed 

The most promising remedy ai 
present, Mr. McCarthy adds, is the 
extirpation of the bull-nettle in all 
tobacco-growing sections, and the 
prompt plowing under or removal 
if tobacco-stumps as soon as the Crop 
las been gathered. ( 'lean cultivation 
of the growing crop, with frequent 
f the soil close up to the 
plants, will destroy the dormant

tho latest of these is a bracelet that 
has an alarm watch attached to it. 
The wearer, having an engagement 
W ata certain hour, sets the watch, and, 
•when the time arrives, a little needle- 
point pricks her arm and reminds 
her of the duty to he performed. 

At the patent office a large . lass of 
inventions is comprised under the 
head of "alarms"-- -these being ma- 
chines by which persons who otlicr- 
wise would hot think arc made to 
think. There is a kind of bedstead, 
for example, which holds its mattress 
in a frame that is retained in the 
normnl position by a catch. At the 
proper hour the catch, operated by 
clockwork mechanism, loses its grip, 
and the mattress frame becomes 
vertical instead of horizontal, throw- 
ing sleepyhead out upon tho floor. 

There is another sort of bed which 
lets the head of the sleepy person 
drop when get ting-up time arrives, 
one end of the mattress frame col- 
lapsing. But one of the queerest of 
the patented methods of waking peo- 
ple up involves the employment of 
a tin pan and a weight hunt: bv a 
cord. When the hands of the clock 
reach a certain point, the weight is 
released, and falls upon the pan, mak- 
ing a dreadful racket. 

Another oddity is a frame from 
which are suspended a number of 
corks. During the night it. is lowered 
gradually by a clockwork mechanism, 
0 until at the proper hour anil minute 
r the dangling corks bc^in to boh 
against the nose and face of the 
ejeeper. Of course, he wakes up. 
The most obvious advantage of these 
sleep alarms is that they render anx- 
iety on the part, of the sleeper un- 
necessary, so far as rising is con- 
/erned. He can snooze undisturbed 
hy the necessity of watching himself. 

At the same time, the average 
householder loses considerable re- 
pose through fear of burglars. 
Against such intruders he may be 
guarded by a variety of protective de- 
^ vices. For instance, there is the idea 
/ of a Milwaukee man, who proposes to 
equip residences with regular bat- 
teries of firearms. To cadi window 
and door arc to be attached four re- 
volvers, so arranged as to fire 24 
hullets into any robber who is so im- 
prudent as to venture an intrusion. 

More ingenious is the burglar trap 
for hanks, which is so contrived that 
,when the robber steps on the mat 
in front of the vault, his weight, 
closes an electric circuit, igniting a 
flashlight, throwing open the shutter 
of a camera, and taking a photograph 
of the criminal for subsequent use as 
evidence in court. 

Hayseed visitors in the city will in- 
sist on blowing out the gas, notwith- 
standing all the newspaper jokes on 
the subject. To provide against such 
accidents, a citizen of Ashland, Wis., 
has invented a little npixiratus that 
is intended to he attached to every 
gas fixture in a hotel. The breath of 
a person who attempU to blow out the 
gas tilts a delicately balanced elec- 
trode and closes a circuit, giving an 
alarm in the office. 

Another kind of alarm, patented 
hy a Chicago man, notifies the house- 
, holder of escaping gas. If you are 
afraid of pickpockets, you can obtain 
protection by wearing a small ma- 
chine that makes a big disturbance 
\in case anybody tries to put his band 
J^into your pocket. — N. Y. Journal 

A $1,000,000 Cloak. 

The barbaric queens of the Ha- 
waiian islands once wore what is 
thought to he the costliest cloak in 
the world. Tho cloak is now in the 
National museum, and the founda- 
tion is of olona, or native hemp. 
Stitched to the foundation with 
Q hempen threads aro the feathers of 
the native birds of the islands, the 
feathers overlapping and making a 
soft, beautiful and perfectly smooth 
surface.

THE OLDEST CITY. 

Is Probably Damascus— Many Towns 
Date Back Into Antiquity. 

Athens is ahout 3,453 years old, 
older than any other European city. 
Tangier, in Morocco, is probably over 
2,700 years of age, having been 
founded by the Phoenicians about the 
time they colonizetl Carthage and 
other neighboring sites. Alexandria, 
in Egypt, ifl not so old, its age being 
2,229 years.

MANUSCRIPT ALTERATIONS. 

Vapor nt loJine Will Readily Revest 
Frauds of This Nature. 

It i- no infrequent thing for wills 

and deeds and oilier instruments to 

Do contested on account of alleged 
r murtH and alterations. MM 
checks are frequently '•raised'' from 
an insignificant sum to many times 
then legitimate amount. The En- 
gineering Magazine gives an interest- 
ing account of a new method of de- 
tecting alterations In documents 
which has been devised by Mr Hiiiy- 
lants, of the University of Louvain. 
It i I baaed on Hie following principle: 
When a sheet of paper which has 
been *i«ed and linishc.1 it moistened 
and then exposccL after thorough 
drying, to the acrtyi of vapor of 
Iodine, the portion w'hich lias been 
moistened assumes a violet tint, while 
the remaining portion of the surface 
appear* a brownish yellow When I 
manuscript is suspected of having 
been fraudulently altered or re- 
touched, the use of the vapor of io- 
dine will often serve to reveal the nn- 
ture and extent of the alteration. 
Those portions which have been 
rubbed will become brownish in tint, 
and when a rubbed surface is moist- 
ened alter exposure to the iodine it 
takes a blue color. The outline of 
the rubbed portions remains perfect- 
ly distinct after drying, being paler 
in tint than the rest of the surface. 
This action is evidently due to tho re- 
moval of a portion of the starch con- 
tained in the size The process will 
also reveal the existence of pencil 
marks erased by rubbing. Tl.-o u;ncil 
point disturbs the surface of the ]>a- 
per, and even when the rubbing has 
been so carefully performed that, it 
has not removed any portion of the 
surface of the paper, the marks are 
made entirely legible when exposed 
to the iodine vapor. Tho use of tho 
reagent in skillful hands should give 
material aid in clearing up disputed 
questions of this nature. 

ENGLISH POST OFFICES, 

Have Telegraph, Telephone, Express 
and Banking Facilities. 

In every village, in every Jiamlet. 
and at almost every crossroad in the 
rural districts of England, and with- 
in the radius of a mile from any given 
point in any city or largo town 
throughout the United Kingdom, 
can be found an interest ing combina- 
tion of post office, telegraph office, 
telephone office, express office, bank- 
ing office and savings bank, all under 
the direction of one or more very po- 
lite young women with ruddy chews, 
broad feet and broad accents. They 
representthut excellent person known 
as her gracious majesty the queen, 
and in her name will take charge of 
vour letters and deliver them into the 
hands of the individual to whom they 
are addressed, by carrier, anywhere 
in the United Kingdom, for the 
charge of a penny, or two cents in 
our money. The system of free de- 
livery is universal in the country as 
well as in the towns. Or, by condens- 
ing yonr communication into the 
limit of 20 words, including the ad- 
dress or signature, you can have it 
forwarded by the same rosy-cheeked 
young woman to any point in the 
kingdom for a sixpence, which is 12J 
cents in our currency. When I wad 
here last the charge was a shilling, 
but the government has recently re- 
duced telegraph tolls one-half, and 
still had ■ deficit of only about $1.50,- 
000 last year in maintaining a service 
which deserves a special letter. 

If you want to hear the voices of 
the loved ones at home the queen will 
furnish you a telephone for a three 
minutes'conversntion for three pence 
for every 25 nules of distance; that 
is. if you want to talk with a person 
50 miles away you can have the wire 
for a sixpence for three minutes. At 
100 miles it will be a shilling for 
three minutes, or two shillings for 
six minutes, and so on. — Chicago
